Mr. Fisher, 
declaring that consideration of Lord Robe:t Cecil's reeolution was at 
present impossible. Signor Schanzer Utaly) tried to reconcile the 
peated speakers. Lord Robert Cecil said that he might reach an 
agreement with Signor Schanzer. but no’ with Nr, Fisher and M, 
Reynard, who wanted nothing done. .This was a matter vital to the 
League, which woald be judged on such anissue, not op questions like 
‘Albania, Silesia or Armenia. Eventually a joint resolation of Lord 
Robers and Signor Schanzer was carried by 22 votes to nil. There 
.were many abstantions. Tho result was cheered and Lord ‘Robert 
‘ recoived numerous congratulations.

THE SOYA BEAN. 


/ . London, Sept: 23. 

“It is a matter of the highest pclitical importance that the West 
should learn the lesson of cheaper living as taught them by the East 
in the adaptation of the soya bean as sn article of food. Given the 
existing situation cn the Coatinent this is the caly real solution of 
the problem of reconstruction.” says a statement made to the Timcs 
Vienna correspondent by Doctor Berczeller, a young Hungarian whs 
is experimenting with soya as food. Berczeller claims te have 
succeeded in creating three focds, namely, bread, flour and milk in 
which the biological factor is taken inte account. This “manna” 
Dread is the cheapest in the market, is very palatable and is easily 
digested, while manna milk is very similar to cow’s at one-sixth of 
the ctst. He suggests that these foodstuffs are suitable to combat 
the Russian famine owing to their cheapness and compactness and 
speediness cf production while the diffusion of these foodstuffs wouid 
lead to the permanent cultivation cf soya in the Uxraine which 
would be very impartant to the future provisioning of Europe.- ."

THE COCKTAIL HABIT. 


-A Medieal Warning. 


“+ SUD" writes to the Times — 


“ Medical men whose practice} 


brings to them patients sufferiog 
from disorders of digestion are 
finding that some of these patients 
habitually drink cocktails before 
meals. Incertain cases, not one 
bot several drinks of the kind are 
taken. It is explained by the 
patients that without this form of 
stimvlation appetite is not sharp. 
." The basis of the cocktail is in 
neatly every case gin or whisky 
—to which, as an invariable rule, 
other liquots—aotably vermouth 
—and flavourings: are added. 
So the finished article is realiy 
a mixed drink. Apart from this 
disadvantage, the effect of many 
of these cocktails on a man who 
bas not yet eaten must be severe. 
He may even begin his meals io 
a more or less unsober state. 
“One does not require to be a 
doctor to appreciate the evil 
effects.of this on the compar- 
atively delicate process of diges- 
tion. The appetite created is a 
false one and is due to the setting 
up of what are known as " hunger 
|paigs” orcontractions. The food 
; which is subsequently eaten 
j cannot afford the nourishment 
‘which is aimed at. The habit, io 
i short, sf carried to any excess, is 
spt to be ruisoas from a# healtn 
point of view. Unhappily it 
seems to be growing. I am told 
‘too, that it is customary to serve 
‘cocktails to the young people 
!who go to some of the afternoon 
itea-dacces in London ‘and ‘that 
vin this way girls are developing 
ja taste for them ” 
! The above letter aroused some 
jcontroversy, a8 it was probably

should contain its own merit and we now leave it to the 
people of Hongkong to show their interest.

There is, 
wever, one little point on which enlightenment might’ be 
beneficial to our readers. many of whom. we think, are 
prejudiced ayainst anything to do with Russia because of 
the political trend of events of the past two years. It 
would indeed be sad if thousands of human beings were 
left to endure to suffering brought on by others. The 
people who are-sufiering now are not responsible for the 
political doings of the Soviet—they are the victims of them. 
One must luok at the picture a little more broadly than 
would be possible by a mere study of political Russia. The 
present famine is 2 matter for Europe and for Europeans 
—in fact it isa matter for the whole world.’ The world 
cannot afford tu risk the repercussion that’ would ensue 
were Russia left to endure.her own travail. unaided and 
ignored. Apart altogether trom the question of disease 
there is the moral standard of humanity which stands in 
danger of serious violation. Russia must be saved agains 
herself in order that the world shall be spared the evil 
consequences which. would follow ‘ber total physical 
and moral disintegration. It is’ a inatter for .state- 
craft as well as for sympathy. And ‘when the two are 
combined it is difficult to understand why there should be 
any need to press the necessity for prompt assistance. A 
sapporter of our local appeal has forwarded us a Home 
paper ia which appears an appeal on behalf of “Save the 
Children. Fund” in which it is stated that “ millions of 
helpless Russian children are threatened with death from 
jdysentery, starvation and pestilence. They cluster about 
tbe roadways in hurdes—vainly striving to find a morsel to 
stave off the gnawing pains of hunger. By the drought- 
swept countryside they stagger along, teuring the bark 
from the very trees and greedily devouring it. Babes ip 
arms languish ahd perish. Their grief-stricken mothers 
seek death with them, the miost ghastly death it is possible 
to imagine. Months of drought have been followed by 
terrible famine scenes. Pestilence has swept the famine 
areas from end toend. Domestic animals have ceased to 
exist. Cats.and dogs in thousands have gone to make food 
for the starving multitudes. Little children ravenovsly eat 
rats aud other verinin, and now even the rodents are all 
but extinct. Never before have ‘such terrible conditions 
prevailed. Right back through the pages of history we 
can trace tales of famine, pestilence and death, but in no 
case was the suffering so great or one iota as terrible and 
appalling as the present anguish of the people of Russia. 
Hordes of. starving, disease-infected people have left all 
that remains of their homes and are sweeping along the 
roads—suffering untold anguish and pain. They stagger 
op and on in their fruitless search for good. Each day 
rings greater exhaustion and more intense agony. 
erates and inevitably—nnless succour from outside 
eaches them—their snferings become unbearable, they fall 
the way, victing of the greatest catastrophe the world 
ever seen.” Ce , a 
":Ef-we take out every adjective from-the language of 
the writer of this appeal and study only the facts, surely 
there is enough to warrant a protapt and ready gift, 
especielly seeing that what we shallecarcely miss will bring 
hope of life to at least another;buman being.

German Demobilisation. 


The Note of the Inter-Allied 
Control Commission | regarding 
the German police force sounds s 
somewbat alarming key. It iz 
declared that netbing has been 
done towards the stipulsted 
decentralisation of the force, 
which, stil! organised in tactical 
nits. isreally a mobile fighting 
force similar to the Reichswehr. 
This, on the face of it, is a fit 
matter for Allied attention. 
One could not but feel surprised, 
therefore, "when a faw minutes 
later & message arrived to tell a3, 
on Reuter’s authority, that this 
same Central Commission “is 
perfectly satisfied’ with the 
progress of the surrender and 
destruction of German armament, 
and that official quarters enter- 
tain no apprehension whatever 
regarding a possibility of Ger- 
toaoy being able to organise and 
equip saa army of -dangerous 
dimensions. There are plenty of 
men, says the message, but all 
the necessary armament aod 
equipment are. lacking. The 
notification to Berlin reepacting 
the police-force is, theo, a case 
of making assurance doubly sure, 
one mus! suppose: and probably 
it is as well to take this pre- 
caution. As the later messaze 
in‘imates, bowever, the importan! 
factor is armarent. Formally 
organised or not, Germany hes 
an abundance of soldiers. That 
doesn’t ‘matter much so long as 
armamentisnotavailable. Earlier 
in the year Mr. Lloyd George 
stated that, while Germany had 
handed over substantial quantities 
of arms, there were still a great 
deal too many io the country. H 
Reuter now correctly “learns” 
that this stato of affairs bas been 
remedied, well and good; if there 
is any doubt, the matter is of 
more importance than the con- 
stitution of the police force,

The methods of a gang af pick-

victim. When the-foki realised 
what bad happened, he promptly 
grabbed hold of the thief, but not 
before the Isttachad managed to 
pasa the stolen nota to.an 
accomplice. The desire to save 
his own skin subsequently led the 
thief to make the offer of leading 
the police to where his accom- 
Plice bad fled, and at Lascar Row 
this man was also caught. Be 
fore then, however, the note had 
been passed on to a third accom- 
plice. who made’ good his escape. 

When the facts of the case were 
heard at the Police Court this 
morning repeated’ attempts “had 
to be made tocalm the complain- 
snot who appeared to ba very ex- 
cited and gave bis-avidence in an 
incoherent way. The Magisteate 
ordered him not “ta proceed too 
fast in his evidence but state one 
thing at a time'” while the inter- 
preter also asked witness “ not to 
go as fast as if he were eating his 
tice”. .
